He iu front of tbe residence of 
Mra. Eva B. Althouae, widow of tbe 
liite Oeorge Attbbitto, n9 UAcOln ave- 
nue, where he Is pres^imed to have 
gone to make a call. Five shots were 
fired, three of which entered bis body, 
and Mra. Anna G...Qwrge baa beta 
plaeed under arriilt m aospielon of 
the murder. 

Saxtoa was unconscioue when neigh* 
bors arrived to Investigate the cause of 
the shooting, and was dead when the 
pbysldana and oAoera arrived, the 
former having expie^^ tbe opinion 
that death was in8Lantaj>«ou3. Three 
bullets entered the vital epots. 

His poeltion Indicated that be bad 
been on the step to the Althouse resi- 
dence wben tbe shots were fired. The 
body was taken to an undertaking 
room and plaj'ed on charge of coroner. 

Immediately after tbe autopsy it waa 
taken to tbe borne of M. C. Barber, a' 
brotber-tn-teiw. where fiaxtoo, who waa 
unmarried, nuide bts Soma. 

Mr. Saston left t.hf Barber horns 
about 6 p. m. riding his bicycle, and 
this was «w itet glMa «C Ma hgr hla 
frtenda 

The Altbouai^ hooe. waa dark and 

locked and the nelghliors said Mrs. 
Althouae had not been at borne for the 
past three daya One of the neighbors 
said a woif^ awpojiad^taha^e dqoe, 
the abood^had paiMI UiX at m 
bouse. 

Mra George took her supper ss usual 
at a down-town re6ta.»irant at 4.4.^ and 
some time later was seen on a west- 
bound oar, and according to tbe motor- 
man's story got off at Hazlett avenue, 
neetr tbe Althouse home. About 9 p 
m. she wius arrested by the police of- 
ficials and locked up.

skPARATI COACH LAW. 



The Gesrt of Appeals Decides That It 
Ceaititntionsl. 



Is 



Fkankfobt, Ky., Oct. 7.— The Court of 
Appeals in an opinion by Judge Guffy all 
the judges concurring, holds the Ken- 
tucky BeparateK:oach law conatitational. 

The snit was brought in tb« Christian 
Circuit Court by Robert Lander against 
the Ohio Valley railroad for the purpose 
of testing the law, which was passed In 
1S03. The decision to-day is a reversal of 
the judgment of the lower court, and is 
also in opposition to the decision of Fed- 
eral Judge Barr, who held it invalid. 

An appeal to the Supreme Court may 
be taken. 

Judge GuSy holds that the railroads 
had the right to enforce rale of ftimish- 
ing separate coaches for white and col- 
ored passengers regardless of such law 
having been passed. The opinion con- 
cludes : 

"It seems to us that the foregoing de- 
cision oonclnsively settles that It was the 

duty of the appellant to assign to the ap- 
pellee a coach separate f i om a coach set 
•part for wliite persons. It may be true 
' that the railroad under consideration in 
the case supra commenced and ended in 
the State of Louisiana, but we do not 
think that the ooart was at all governed 
by that fact. 

"It is insisted for appellee that the act 
under consideration andertakes to regu 
late or control as to interstate passengers, 
and that portion of the statute is invalid 
as being to conflict with the commerce 
clause of the United States constitution, 
and that the act is inseparable; and, 
therefore, it must all be held invalid. 
We don't think that such contention is 
tenable. It seems to us that such con- 
tention is in conflict with the decision 
hereinbefore referred to of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in the case of 
L., N. 0. and T. Railway Company va. 
State, 133 IT. S., 5S7, and aleo in conflict 
of t^e well settled rules of construction. 
If it were conceded (which is not) that 
tlie statute is invalid as to interstate pas- 
Eengera, the proper construction to be 
H^ven it would then be that the Legisla- 
ture did not 80 intend it.but only intend- 
ed it to apply to transportation within 
the State; and, therefore, It should be 
held invalid as to such passengers. It 
seems to us that a passenger taking pas- 
sage in this Statu, and railroad companies 
receiving passengers in this State, are 
booad to obey the law in rsspeet to this 
statute 80 long as they remain in the jar- 
Isdiction of the State." 

The court bases its decision on the de- 
cirion of the Louisiana and Mississippi 
cases, in which similar laws were upheld 
by the 6u[>reme Court of the State, and 
sabteqaently by the Supreme Court of 
the United St ates. ^

The housM 
were built under the immediate snper- 
vMon of Mr. Mitchell and were orlginaUy 
known as the "Mitchell Block"— the

uieas by Alexander Maddox. This block 
ttjei^ looked out on a scene of buainsM 
itftiMt^tbsi ought to pift th» S^a)4vllfe 
of this date to sbnme. The Jannarj' cot- 
ton mill was in full blast then as now, 
but the site of the big three-story "City 
Hotel" is now occupied by an idle plow 
factory ; the busy old tobacco warehouse

Tbe initial feature of the performanues 
In Baffalo Bill's Wild West and Congress 
of PiOUKh Riders of the World, to be 
given in thia city on Thursday, October 
ISfh, is the grand international eques- 
trian review, and everybody should be 
seated by 2 or 8 o'clock p. m., as it 
comes off aharp at thoae hoars.
